Was it worth it? Has. Mr. O'Casey 
given us anything to compensate -for 
the great style which he practised 
in Dublin, and has now thrown 
behind him? The question is difficult to 
answer, partly because symbolism is always 
obscure, and partly because one doubts 
whether the author has perfectly expressed 
himself. So far as one can see, he has 
merely said what a number of dis- 
illusionised thinkers have said already— 
that life is a beastly and sordid affair— 
and he has said it in much the same 
terms as the rest. The Young Whore is 
seen caught in the web of life, and 
making frantiq but ineffectual, efforts to 
find a way out. Around her moves a 
phantasmagoria of unclean and trivial 
shapes, while behind them all circle the 
gaunt figures of the Down and Outs, who 
‘challenge life no more, with their dead 
hove or their dead faith.’ 


The first thine that will strike a reader 
is the brutal coarseness of the language, 
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an intensive study.of the habits, tempera- 
ment and idiosyncrasies of the lion. Mr. 
Wells and his wife have spent a consider- 
able amount of their spare time in follow- 
ing troops of wild lions. With remarkable 
confidence they have succeeded in getting 
inte close contact with these lordly beasts 
and’ obtaining “ close up ' photographs 
the like of which have not been obtained 
by any other big-game photographers. The 
term ‘‘close contact’ is applied in its 
strictest sense. On one occasion Mr. 
Wells records how he flicked the nose of a 
big lion with the black paper from the 
film pack in his endeavour to make it 
stand up. This and other striking ex- 
periences, the accounts of which seem 
almost incredible, are the odtcome, Mr. 
Wells states, of leisurely movements and 
of an approach made with quiet confidence 
which encourages the lion's respect. 
In the end we are told that the lion is the 
easiest of all wild beasts to photograph at 
close quarters. The photographs are stand- 
ing proof of that statement. 

Hardly less remarkable is the author’s 
account of their experiences during a 
period of nine years tm the rearing of 
about thirty forest-hred cubs to maturity, 
These animals were brought up in what is 
described as semi-captivity. They were 
allowed to roam im large, open fenced 
spaces, and were specially housed every 
night. The accounts and photographs of 
these animals show that the most favoured 
were given liberty equal to that afforded 
to a house-dog.

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FARMING IN BRITAIN.

The Planning of Agriculture. By Viscount Astor 
and Keith A. H. Murray. Oxford University Press 
(London: Milford). 6/- net. 


IR ARTHUR SALTER remarks in a 
foreword to this valuable book that 
farming occupies two-thirds of mankind, 
but only one-twentieth of the people of 
Britain ; and that this is the reason why 
agriculture is treated so differently by the 
rulers of England and by the rulers of 
America, France and Germany. 

Facing the truth that an overwhelmingly 
commercial and industrial nation. never 
will be content to tax its chief interests 
for the maintenance of tillage, Viscount 
Astor and Dr. Keith Murray work out a 
plan for English agriculture, already fore- 
shadowed in a former book, ‘‘ Land and 
Life,’’ which we noticed last year. They 
argue that the wheat subsidy benefits 
farmers who would grow wheat in any case, 


i on account of exceptional! local conditions, 


but that it never will bring back an 
English wheaten loaf at an economic price. 
The authors contend that the farms of 
England can be saved by two chief 
measures. One is ‘‘ modernisation.’’ 
The State must relieve farmers of the dis- 
advantage under which they labour in 
lack of up-to-date machinery and other 
capital; but this may entail 
nationalisation in large areas. Secondly, 
British farming must be concentrated in 
the production of milk and fresh 
vegetables; tariffs must reduce cattle 
| imports, put must permit unlimited im- 
ports of grain. 

Readers of the best modern writers on 
agriculture in England know that these 
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ideas are held in most quarters, save in 
Government departments. The only de- 
‘termined opponents are the medi#valists : 
but, wise or wrong-headed, that group is 
weak. It follows that the policy set forth 
herein is almost certain to prevail, for 
better or worse; and the lesson for Irish 
larmers hardly needs to be pointed.

The Life of Katherine Mansfield. By R. E. 
a a é. Midleton Murry. London: Constabic. 


HE authors of this book have traced 
the course of Katherine Mansfield’s 
life through her early days, her child- 
hood, her school with its companions, and 
her family and home. The curious may 
surmise from it what Katherine Mansfield 
might have become if she never had 
formed the -London friendships which 
later became such determining factors in 
her life and work. 

The people in New Zealand from whom 
she sprang afford a remarkable contrast to 
her Wahlverwandten of other days: for 
they were a sturdy, independent, vital 
people, with little concern for art, but 
possessing the power to. face hard vonii- 
tions with courage and perseverance. 
Katherine » Mansfield seems to have 
‘ written ’’ ‘always; at any rate she was 
a practised author at eighteen. Light is 
shed here on. her various early efforts, and 
many incidents of her life in London are 
recalled. The ‘‘ Journal and Letters ” 
must pecessarily give a better picture of 
the writer’s inner life, but the present 
voluine furnishes an excellent, supplement 
to it. Yet it seems a pity that matters 
which were manifestly of sacred privacy 
to Katherine Mansfield should have been 
revealed here.

The annual report of the Appointments 
Association issued this week contains much 
interesting § information. Eighty - seven 
graduates registered with the Association, 
and seventy-three of these received appoiht- 
ments, which are classified as follows i 
Teaching appointments (29), Tuitions (19), 
Engineering (7), Journalism (1), Commercial 
an Secretarial (8). Librarianships (ó), 
Colonial (2), Agriculture (2), Civil Service 
(1) and “Theatricals’’ (1). The numbers 
included under the heading “ Tuitions ” are, 
however, in many cases temporary in 
character. The report states that the Asso- 
elation finds difficulty in obtaining business 
appointments for carididates, but that there 
is a scarcity of men holding Moderatorships 
in “‘teaching’’ subjects. 


THE COLONIAL SERVICE, 


An important note states that it is be- 
coming impossible for graduates in '' non- 
teaching “” ‘subjects to find employment in 
the teaching profession—the reference is pre- 
sumably to ‘* .ilosophy and other non- 
secondary-school subjects. Two candidates 
were successful for the Colonial Civil Service, 
while a third was placed on the Short Re- 
serve List. The number of vacancies in this 
Service is stated to be still be'ow normal, 
while the number of applicants has increased 
owing to the scarcity of employment elae- 
where. 

A very useful leaflet has been issued by

includes the’'Commonwealth Fund Fellowships, 
tenable for two years at an American Univer- 
sity gs before 12th February); the 
Henry Fund Fellowships, tenable at Har- 
vard or Yale University fo: one year (appli- 
cations before 28th February); the Gamble 
Studentship, tenable at Newnham College, 
Cambridge, awarded annually to a student of 
Newnham, or a woman graduate of Bristol 
University or of Trinity College, Dublin, 
for research in a subject other than Natural 
Sciences (applications before Ist June). 

The British Institute in France offers 
scholarships to gradmates who wish to attend 
approved courses in Paris—nominations to be 
niade to the Provost before the 10th June— 
and free passages (limited to eight) are 
granted to graduates who wish to visit Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand for the purpose of 
(1) holding temporary teaching posts, and (2) 
carrying out research work.

GOODS SUPPLIED.

sonally. The goods included eight desk tele- 
phones and one wall pattern tele hone, said 
to have been specially made to the order of 
the accused man, who was alleged to have 
taken personal delivery of them at the North 
Wall 

fhe witness called in respect of these tele- 
phones could not say if they were taken to 
22 Charlotte street, but in May of this year 
jie had seen the telephones or others of the 
same pattern, he said, at 25 Merrion square. 

iue blinds, black and opaque curtains, 
red curtains, velour curtains, sapplied by 
firm in October, 1932, to the accused 
man, were identified by another witnéss as 
corresponding with blinds and curtains seen 
jn Merrion square since the fire at Charlotte 
street. Similar evidence was given in respect 
of. chairs, tables, writing-desks, ~ filing 
cabinets, folders, floor mats, mibber flooring. 
rubber bath covers. A typewriter, bearing a 
special number, supplied to and taken away 
by Coleman in October, 1932, was identified 
bv a salesman as having been in Merrion 
square on 8th May, 1938. Other articles 
were also specifically identified. The goods, 
in regard to which evidence was tendered 
by the prosecution. were said to have been 
included in the claim made against the 
insurance company. The traders who sup- 

ued 

it the order or received draíts írom the 
Bankruptcy Court in full discharge of their 
accounts. 

Mr. George Pollock, managing director of 
Messrs. Pollock and Co-, Grafton street, 
said that he had found, in 25 Merrion square 
in May of this year scientific instruments 
similar to some supplied last year to Cole- 
man, whom he described as having’ always 
been a satisfactory customer of the firm. 

A ‘universal lathe supplied by Messrs.

DETECTIVE-OFFICER’S 
EVIDENCE. 

Detective Inspector Lynch was again called 
aiid his examination, which had been inter- 
rupted on a previous day, was resumed.

‘It is in 
the body of the Court.” said he, pomting at 
it, and, then addressing Guard 682, said, 
“Try to lift it.” 

“Oh, don’t strain yourself,’’ 
Justice Meredith.- amidst laughter. 

Ibe inspector was subjected to a vigorous 
cross-examination by Mr. Fitzgerald. He said

A GERMAN EXPERT. 

Mr. W. Dohmann, a German expert on 
electro-medical appliances, gave the Court a 
ghort lesson in German. He referred to an 
item in the claim which was Sag pe. an 
attempt to translate the wor royal.’’ 
That, he said, might be translated into 
koeniglich, but certainly not into reichstat, 
which is not German at all. 

“he witness went on to give the results 
of his examination of the claim, of the in- 
voices, of the articles found at Merrion 
square, and uf the remains of various things 
found in the débris at 22 Charlotte street. 
Some items, he said, which had been in- 
cluded in the claim could not possibly have 
been in 22 Chariotte street at the time of 
the fire, as remains of them would certainly 
have been found if that were the case. An 
infra red Jamp—a large affair with a cast 
iron base (which two policemen lifted up. to 
show to jury)—was an item to which he 
gave particular attention 

The witness, referring to 202 lots alleged 
to have been in a test room at Charlotte 
street on the night of the fire, said that it 
was phys:cally impossible for them to have 
been there. He had reconstructed in the 
courthouse a model of the test room, 16it. 
Sins. by ilft. 6ins. wide and 8ft. 6ins, high. 
On the fluor space in the model he could not 
get in more than 26 cardbvard replicas of 
the articles mentioned, and, even if the 
smaller articles were packed on top of those 
without. regard to the danger of damaging 
delicate machines, nothing like 202 lots could 
have been fitted in. 

In cross-examination, Mr. Dohmann said 
that he had been in Ireland since 1926. He 
had not taken out his diplomas in engineer- 
ing, because his father had lost all his money 
in the war, but he did mot accept Mr. Camp- 
bell’s suggestion that his knowledge of 
electro-medica} appliances was mérely that of 
a shopkeeper. He had been for weeks 
examining the articles in Mergton square. 

Mr. Campbell--Damaging them by finger- 
ing them'—I did not finger them as you 
mean. I know how to handle them. 

You were here with thé assessors for the 
insurance company and the detectives, but 
Mr. Coleman was in jail and there was no 
one there to represent his interests’—I had 
nothing to do with that. | was engaged by 
Messrs. Hume to do a certain job, and | 
did it. 

Have you been paid for it! Not yet. The 
State has asked me to send in a bill and | 
have done so. 

Replying to another question by Mr. Camp. 
bell, the witness said that he had found in 
Merrion square electro-medical apparatus to 
the value of abdéut £1,212 which had not 
been included in the claim, 

A discussion in regard to one instrument 
led to an argument between Mr. Campbell 
and the witness as to whether what the latter 
called a “ diagnostic ap fatus ” was not in 
reality a machine for “ deep-ray therapy,’’ or 
whether it could not be converted into one. 

Mr. Dohmann, explaining his contention, 
went into details of voltage, tension, protec- 
tion for patient and operator, and mentioned 
that a voltage of 400, to 600,000 was now 
being used in some deep-ray therapy 
appliances, 

Mr. Campbell asked a question about a 
patent machine in which there was a 
‘‘ voltage doubler.”’ 

“Now,” said Mr. Dohmann, “that I do 
not wnderstand.. A condenser, perhaps; 
perhaps, a transformer; but a voltage doubler 
is new to me." 

The case for the prosecution had not con-

TWO ENGLISH POETS.

ROBERT BROWNING AND 
FRANCIS THOMPSON. 


‘Poetic Criticism: A Study of liobert 
Browning and Francis Thompson,” was the 
title of a paper read by Mr. Jonathan 
Hanaghan at u meeting of the Dublin Literary 
Society last mght. Professor W. Magennis, 
President, was m the chair. 

In the course of his paper, Mr. Hanaghan 
said that contemplative study revealed the 
authentic rhythm in both Browning and 
Thompson. The haunting occult pulse ol 
Brownmug, or the .sun-plumed rhythm of 
Thompson troubling the seas of song, because 
theirs. Browning and Thompson were not the 
Michael and Gabriel of song, yet they did 
belong to that angelic order who stirred with 
seraphic joy this weary earth. 

Having read extracts from both poets, Mr. 
Hanagha® said that Thompson was the more 
imaginative, creative, instructive artist. 
Browning carried one along tortuous, queer 
paths of narrative, up chiselled footways of 
precipitous thought. it was sheer brain 

wer. both poets responded, to the religious 
impulses of their age in a way that revealed 
their childhood’s influences. Thompson was 
uffected by the Catholic influence, and stressed 
corporate, rather than individual, § ritual 
experience; and Brownmg came under the 
Protestant infiuence, which stressed personal, 
rather than the corporate, spiritual experience. 
Browning was a great thinker, though not a 
great poet. Thompson was no thinker, but his 
music would haunt the ages, and his weak- 
uesses made him kin with all men.

AN OPEN HEARING. 

At the beginning of the proceedings Mr. 
Geoghegan mentioned that it was conceived 
by the Controller that the appeal, which was 
brought under the Industrial and Commercial 
Property (Protection) Act, 1927, was not a 
hearing in open court. So far as the Con- 
troller was personally concerned he had not 
the slightest objection to an open hearing; it 
was a matter of greater concern to the a 

liants than to the Controller; but he would 
ike it to be clearly understood that if any 
revelation of the specification, or part of it, 
was involved the Controller would be in no 
Wi y, responsible. 

r. Gavan Duffy said that he could not be 
taken as objecting to an open hearing. The 
confidential nature of the specification was 
limited in point of time, and publication 
would ensue after twelve months under the 
Act, in any event. | 

The appeal was then opened by Mr. Gavan 
Duffy, who said that the application was by a 
(German inventor, under tion 152 of the 
Industrial and Commercial Property Act of 
1927. The inventor had already applied for 
protection in Germany and in E ranga and 
the grievance which brought the appellants 
before the Attorney-General was, apart from 
the delay of two and a half years since their 
application was made, that if the principle 
upon which the Act was now being construed 
in the office of the Controller was upheld, 
then, where a British patent existed. or was 
being applied for, the Irish specification 
lodged here must, according to the Controller, 
be a replica of the English prototype, with 
all faults and flaws of the English specifica- 
tion, with the result that any improved means 
of carrying out an invention that might have 
been discovered after the English application 
was made must be left out of the Irish speci- 
fication, and denied protection here, becanse 
they would not appear in the English specifi- 
cation, 

He did not say that all those facts would 
emerge in the present case, but on that prin- 
ciple that would be the result of the raling 
against which the peata protested. It 
the Controller was right, their Patent Office 
was little more than a register of British 
records, and foreign inventors would have no 
inducement to give us the benefit of their dis- 
coveries oeyond what they had already given 
to England. They would naturally resort to 
agents in England, and net-to agents here. 
who would be simply dummies. 


APPLICANT'S CLAM. 

‘We claim, said Mr. Gavan Duffy, “ that 
an applicant in the Free State must be inde- 
pendent of anything done in England. ‘The 
Controller says, ‘You are bound here by what 
you did in England’; we say that is in the 
teeth of the International Convention, which 
requires the independence of subjects in their 
several countries, and we deny, as strongly 
as possible, that an Lrish specification was 
intended in any sense to be a prototype of the 
English specification. The English specifica- 
tion is required here for a totally different 
purpose. tt was never meant to be a model 
for us, still less a compulsory saodel.”’ 

In this case, continued Mr. Gavan Duffy, 
the application had been held up for two and 
a half vears, not for any disconformity be- 
tween the invention they sought to protect in 
Germany and the invention they sought to 
protect in the Free State, but solely because 
of variations between the Irish specification 
and the British specification. The purpose of 
the Patents Act, was to encourage patents in 
the Saorstat, and so encourage industry and 
manufactures here, but the practice of the 
Patents Office tended to bring about the 
bé “mm result. 

un reply to the Attorney-General, Mr. 
Gavan Duffy. said that there was no obligation 
on people taking out patents here, first to 
take out a patent in England, but ninety- 
nine out of a hundred people did so. The 
alternative to the lodging of the British 
specification, which showed that a patent had 
been taken out there, was a declaration that 
the patent did not infringe on any inven- 
tion. The cost of this search was so prohibi- 
tive that people generally adopted the cheaper 
course of taking out a patent in England. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy said until December, 1922. 
when the practice of the Patents Office was 
revolutionised to the detriment of patentees 
and inventors, the agent was given an oppor- 
tumity to peceaty the specification after it had 
been examined by an expert. He would meet 
the Examiner in a businesslike, informal con- 
ference, discuss the whole matter, and get rid 
of all differences. Now. he submitted, the 
Controller had virtually repealed Section 14. 


A NEW DISCOVERY. 


was there any suggestion that the Irish and 
British specification must be identical. The 
specification must be im respect of the same 
invention. : 

Mr. Geoghegan—We do not claim that they 
must be identical; we say they must agree in 
substance. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy—lIf there is a difference 
between the Irish and English specification, 
and if one ia wrong, the question of which is 
right depends on the foreign, and not on the 
British specification. 

Replying to the Attorney-General, Mr. 
Gavan Duffy said that the search was con- 
cerned with a new discovery, with the fact 
that it was new, and had not been anticipated. 

The suggestion here, he continued, was that 
they were blandly to accept a British speci- 
fication, without an inquiry regarding Section 
14, and on the assumption that the British 
Patent Office, like the British Crown, could 
do no wrong. The Act provided that they 
were to have a say as to what they patented 
in this country. 

“ In defiance of the statute,” Mr. Gavan 
Duffy said, “the Controller took: upon him- 
self to alter specifications which did not agree 
without anybody's consent. The practice 
now is that if the British and Irish specifica- 
tions correspond the Irish specification is 
aceepted without more ado, If the Irish 
and British specifications do not agree, the 
applicants are told that they must make them 
agree. Having regard to the excellent repu- 
tation which the Controller has in the Court 
over which he presides one is surprised at the 
attitade he has taken up in this matter.” 

Proceeding, Mr Gavan Duffy stated that 
under the English Act or 1907 there were cer- 
tain specifi: grounds of opposition to the 
granting of a British patent. A new ground 
of opposition was added in the Patent De- 
sone oe passed by the English Parliament 
ip . 


Mr. Geoghegan objected to the introdue- 
tion of the statute of 1932, as it was, he 
said, passed after the date on which the 
complete British specification in this matter 
was accepted—viz., on Mareh 31, 1932. A 
copy of the accepied British specification was 
lodzed at the Dublin office on May 4, 1932. 

Mr. Gavan Dovuffy—There ara already 
divergences in the British and Irish patent 
laws.

The Hon. Secretaries, Sir John Irwin and 
Mr. J. J. Nagle, submitted the annual report 
for , which stated that the subscrip- 
tions received exceeded by nearly two hundred 
pounds the amount contributed during the 
previous season, which enabled them in- 
crease the grants to the distributing agencies. 
wit., the Bt. Vincent de Paul Society, Sick 
and Indigewt Roomkeepers’ Society, and the 
Dublin Parochial Association. The usual pro- 
cedure was adopted, a contract was made for 
delivery of the coal, a bag at a time, into the 
homes of the poor. 

The © are gratified with the resnit 
of the appeal made by the Lord Mayor at the 
last annual meeting, as many new subscribers 
came forward to the place of those who, 
through death or other causes, were removed, 
and it is hoped a similar addition to the sup- 
port of this old-established fund may accrue 
during the present winter. 

The labouring staff, cooperage department; 
St. James's Gate, repeated their préviouws 
efforts by making a collection for this fund, 
an example which the Committee commend to 
others. 

The Lord or and the Rev. J. Denham- 
Osborne, D.D., . treasurers, submitted the 
statement of accounts, which showed that 
£713 had been received in subscriptions and 
that £647 had been spent on coal. 


VERY OLD CHARITY. 

The Lord Mayor Pr ge the adoption of 
the reports, and said that the most gratifying 
feature that they had to deal with was that 
as the result of their appeal many new sub- 
scribers had been added to their list. He said 
that the Mansion House Coal Fund was one 
of the oldest of such charities in the country. 
Their expenses were kept very low, and there 
was caretul investigation to avoid over-lapping 
with other funds. 

He said that there was a large class of 
persons who for various reasons were not 
eligible for outdoor relief, and he made ant 
earnest appeal to the public to come to the 
aid of this fund. The professional classes 
had been wonderfully good in that respect. 


GROWING UNEMPLOYMENT. 

The Rev. Dr. Denham Osborne, in second- 
ing the motion, congratulated the Lord Mayor 
on his recovery from the very serious ex- 
perience he had receftly gone through. It 
was, ho said, largely owing to the Lord 
Mayor’s appeal last year that they were £200 
better off than on the last occasion. This 
fact was a tribute to his nobility of character 
as well as his popularity. They also con. 
gratalated him on the recovery of his 
daughter, Miss Byrne. 

Proceeding, he said that there was a Very 
serious increase in unemployment not only 
in the city, but throughout the Free State. 
They did not there go into the causes of that 
unemployment, and there were different 
reasons given for it. Everybody regretted it. 
He would like the citizens to notice the 
figures of the Employment Exchanges, which 
showed that on November 20th there were 
80,225 seeking work, and on December 4th, 
84.736. That was 4,500 more, and a large 
proportion of these were in this city. He 
would like them to take this fact tmto con. 
sideration when subscribing. It would be a 
great matter if there were a larger exteston 
of the example set by the Labouring Staff of 
Messrs. Guinness, He had seen that in 
Germany, where they had compulsory 
brotherhood, an order had been issued that 
for the sake of the unemployed all Nazis who 
were in employment should have one dinner 
which only cost sixpence in each 
week. He wondered if the suggestion 
were made to the working and labouring 
classes, and other persons who were not con- 
tribating to this fund, would they take a 
week off pieture-house goin and apply the 
money to help the poor! He believed 30,000 
or 40,000 people went to the pictures every 
week. Their help in the way suggested would 
be heartily welcome. 

The motion was carried, 


POVERTY AND WEALTH, 

Alderman J. Hubbard Clark proposed that 
the Mansion House Coal Fund was deserving 
of the continued support of the citizens. He 
said that they had, in the midst of seeming 
wealth, a great amount of poverty. That was 
a strange fact, because inquiry at the Savings 
Banks here and across the water showed that 
huge increases had been recorded during the 
year. He also found that organisations, such 
as trddes unions here in Dublin and across 
the water, had subscribed thousands and tens 
of thousands to the new Loans. He asked 
the citizens to give to this coal fund not in 
the spirit of charity, but in that of brother- 
hood, 

The Rev. W. J. MeCreery, in seconding, 
said that he knew of no other fund so de- 
serving or more deserving of the citizens of 
Dublin. Want of a fire im a home was a 
dreadful thing. The fund sought to remedy 
that. He hoped the fund would receive 
greater support. They were all sn to see 
the Lord Mayor so well; for he was Lord 
Mayor of the whole city, and not of any 
particular party in it. He was large-hearted, 
broad-minded, sympathetic and tolerant. 

The motion was adopted.

HEADMASTER’S STATEMENT. 


the work of the year, the Rev. 
af Devi, MAN heedmaster, said that the 


number of pupils had increased from 147 in 
1932 to 164 in 1933, and they had had to 
make considerable efforts to for this 
large number. During the summer vacation 
there were added to the school two new class- 
rooms, a cloak-room, a new and admirable 
heating system, and other fittings. The junior 
house was very comfortably accommodated in 
Rockford House, overlooking the school fields. 
Some people were under the impression that 
the school had endowments, because it was 
called Kingstown Grammar School, but the 
i of the name grammar was un- 
baine, They were not a grammar school 
and had not one penny of endowment. They 
had voluntarily come under the Department 
of Education, and received from the Govern- 
ment a capitation grant—without that it 
would be impossible for the school to live. 
Certain conditions were laid down, and one 
was that students must learn Irish. No pay- 
ment was made on a pupil who did not learn 
Irish or who left school during the course of 
the school year. He had never persuaded a 
boy to learn Irish so that the school might 
have a claim on him, nor had he ever asked 
a parent to leave a boy in school to suit their 
eeds 


n “ 

They presented three pupils for Trinity 
College entrance and the three were success- 
ful. the Society of Arts examination they 
had two successes. In the Intermediate 
examination one pupil passed and one 
obtained honours. 


ADVICE TO PUPILS. 

The prizes were distributed by Mr. H. M. 
Dockrell, T.D., who presided, and afterwards 
addressed those present. On the vexed ques. 
tion of whether children should be helped 
by parents in their home work he was of 
the opinion that the children should be 
helped at home up to the point where they 
understood how to learn their lessons. 

Speaking to the pupils he reminded them 
that they went to school to acquire know- 
ledge which was to prepare them for their 
life after leaving school. Many of them 
asked what was the use of algebra and 
euclid. His view was that these subjects 
were the A.B.C. to wider knowledge. ow 
far they would all progress in later life 
depended largely on how much they were 
able to essimilate during school life. 

On the question of Irish he said that the 
Govermment were keen on the teaching and 
study of Irish, and he regarded it as 4 
necessity for boys living in Yreland to learn 
the Irish language and fall in with the 
wishes of the majority of the people of the 
country.

No such feeling 
exists in Scotland, where some areas 
are ‘‘more Irish ethnologically than some 
of equal size in Dublin.’’’ “ The Irishman 
resident in Britain,” says Mr. E. J. V. 
Brown, ‘is just about the best-liked 
member of the community.” In New 
Zealand, too, Englishmen and Irishmen 
live as fellow-citizens on the most cordial 
terms. Hatreds that cannot cross. the 
sea—why do they flourish in Ireland, and 
only in Ireland? These two Irishmen, like 
millions of their kind, are frightened at 
the loss of status to which the declaration 
of an Irish Republic must doom them. 
We do not suppose that, if the Free State 
should become a Republic, Britain wouid 
take any vindictive measures against 
her; but certain results would be 
inevitable. Citizens of the Free State 
would become aliens in evefy part of the 
British Commonwealth, and most of them 
would be forced to acquire the privileges 
of British citizenship. The prospect of 
the loss of their Irish citizenship fills 
our correspondent in Scotland and our 
correspondent in New Zealand with equal 
dismay. ‘‘Am I,” says one of them, 
“when I make my regular pilgrimage to 
the land of my parents, to be regarded 
as a foreigner?”’ “If Ireland goes out,” 
says the New Zealander, ‘‘I shall be a 
foreigner and a stranger in my father’s 
house.”’ 

Mr, de Valera assumes that his demand 
for an Irish Republic is resisted only. by 
a present minority in the Free State and 
by the six counties of Northern Ireland. 
His whole policy and outlook are vitiated 
by this false assumption. In the British 
Commonwealth, outside Ireland, there are 
far more Irish people than’in Ireland her- 
self; and for these scattered millions 
Ireland is, sentimentally, a homeland, 
even as to-day Palestine is a homeland 
for the Jews. Can we conceive that a small 
body of Jews in Palestine should seek 
the creation of a narrow Hebrew Republic 
there, against the will and against the 
interests of the far-flung race of Hebrews 
throughout the British Commonwealth? 
The thought is almost inconceivable; yet 
such a thought inspires the living politics 
of Mr. de Valera’s party in Ireland. We 
do not believe that a thousand Irishmen 
outside Ireland, and outside the United 
States, desire an Irish Republic. The 
voice of our two correspondents is the 
voice of the enormous body of Irishmen 
who are advancing their own fortunes and 
the fortunes of.the British Commonwealth 
in every part of the world. These millions 
of Irishmen know, as our New Zealander 
says, that membership of the Common- 
wealth offers opportunities for individual 
careers that no other Government can 
offer in either hemisphere. If a plebiscite 
were taken in Ireland alone, its weight 
would be against an Irish Republic; if it 
could be faken among Irishmen through- 
out the Commonwealth, the verdict against 
a Republic would be virtually unanimous. 
Mr. de Valera is in very truth Athanasius 
contra mundum. His battle is not with 
a native minority, or even a native 
majority, but with the Irish race, which 
in the end will refuse to be cheated of its 
destiny. 


Balkan Alliances. 


M. -Benes, Czechoslovakia’s Foreign 
Minister, has arrived in Paris. Since 
Germany walked ‘out of the  Dis- 


armament Conference and announced her 
withdrawal from the League of Nations, 
the European States have been taking 
general stock of their situation, with the 
result that there has been a - widespread 
movement in favour of military, as well 
as of economic, alliances. Continental 
Europe at the moment is divided, roughly, 
into two parts. The one, to which Ger- 
many and Italy both belong; may be said 
to be in favour of the early revision of all 
the Peace Treaties; the other, headed by 
France, desires to retain the status quo. 
Very naturally, Czechoslovakia adheres to 
the second group. She is the most vulner- 
able nation in Europe, having land 
frontiers with no fewer than five other 
countries. Since the War the Czechs and 
Slovaks have built up a prosperous State, 
and always have regarded France as their 
friend in time of need. Hungary, on the 
other hand, has been encouraged by the 
Italians to press for revision: of the 
Trianon Treaty, by virtue of which the 
great mass of the Slovak people obtained 
their independence. M. Benes, who will 
discuss these matters in Paris, repre- 
sents not only Czechoslovakia, but also 
Rumania and Yugoslavia, who are 
-associated with the Czechs and Slovaks 
in the Little Entente. During recent 
months the basis of this alliance 
has been broadened. The constituent 
States have undertaken to act in concert 
in all matters, and the Little Entente 
has become a Great Power. Poland 
is in complete sympathy with the aims of 
the three Southern States, but, for reasons 
of her own, she has not yet made common 
cause with them. On the other hand, there 
is reason to believe that virtually the 
entire Balkan peninsula is being organised 
behind M. Benes and his friends in 
their support of the treaties. 

Just at present there are great comings 
and goings in the Baikans. The King and 
Queen of Bulgaria, for the first time since 
the War, have visited Belgrade; and King 
Alexander and his consort will return the 
visit at Sofia in January, when. King 
Boris will celebrate his birthday. The 
birthday party will be completed by King 
Carol of Rumania, and there are hopes that 
Rumania and Yugoslavia, by a series of 
judicious concessions in respect of territory 


lin the Dobrudjs and elsewhere, may b 
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the fears that haunt the minds of the 
peoples of Central and South-Eastern 
Europe. Rightly or wrongly, the Little 
Entente believes in the sanctity of the Peace 
Treaties. Furthermore, it is determined to 
uphold them by every means in its power, 
and any attempt by the “ revisionist ’”’ 
States to upset them will lead to serious 
trouble. 


Tests of Sobriety. 


Most motor drivers will agree with Sir 
Bertram Falls that persons who are 
convicted of drunkenness while in charge 
of a car ought to be deprived permanently 
of their driving licences. The Home 
Secretary insists that magistrates shall 
have discretion in the matter, and that 
the Government cannot order disquali- 
fication for life, or for any other period, 
without regard to the circumstances of 
individual cases ; and there is something to 
be said for his point of view. Yet there 
can be no doubt that a drunken motorist is 
a public menace. He is just as dangerous 
as a madman with a gun; for his capacity 
for serious mischief is almost unlimited. 
No man under the influence of alcohol 
ought to be allowed to drive a motor car 
in any circumstances; but, in fairness to 
the motoring community, the strictest pre- 
cautions against error ought to be en- 
forced. A few days ago in Glasgow, 
when a doctor ‘was giving evidence in 
such a case, he admitted that the 
motorist, who was suspected of drunken- 
ness, had embarrassed him considerably, 
when, having negotiated successfully the 
tongue-twisting difficulties of ‘‘ British 
Constitution,’’ he challenged the doctor to 
say “ A soo’s snoot stewed, or a stewed 
goo's snoot.’’ The doctor refused to accept 
the challenge, and the point of this story is 
that such tests of sobriety are useless. A 
perfectly sober man may be unable to walk 
along a white line without stumbling, 
because sheer nervousness may prevent 
him. Medical science surely ought to 
be able to devise a less fallible method. 
Now that compulsory insurance is about to 
be introduced in the Irish Free State; we 
hope that the Government will take steps 
not only to punish drunkenness severely, 
but also to prevent any possibility of a 
mistake,

Corn in Russia. 


The economic history of Soviet Russia 
is largely a record of concessions. It began 
with an effort to establish Communism, 
pure and undiluted; then Lenin was 
driven to the first and greatest concession, 
known as the New Economic Policy. Since 
those days the severity of Communism has 
been relaxed in various fashions. A system 
of wage-scales has been permitted to the 
people of the cities; and the dragooning 
of the peasants, if it has not been 
abandoned, at all events is less stringent. 
The peasants, indeed, are the chief 
obstacle in the path of Communism ; for 
peasants all over the world are sulky, 
independent people, who have no desire 
to do what they are told. In Russia they 
have been particularly  recalcitrant— 
an unfortunate thing for the Soviet 
administrators, whose ambitious plans of 
industrialisation depend on a large and 
regular supply of foodstuffs, both for the 
city workers and for export. Upon the 
whole, the peasantry has been brought to 
heel in European Russia, but the task is 
far more difficult in the remote districts 
of Siberia. There it is not advisable to 
be too hard on the peasants ; for they live 
too close to the dangerous borders of 
Mongolia, and Soviet Russia is anxious 
that there shall be no weakness along 
those frontiers. Accordingly, the Govern- 
ment has decided to season justice with 
discretion, and a decree has been 
issued which absolves the Far Eastern 
regions from the necessity to supply grain 
deliveries to the State. An alleged reason 
for this decree is to encourage the settle- 
ment of Siberia; but we may suspect that 
its true inspiration is found in the restive- 
ness of Japan.

THE RETURN OF THE 
DIPLOMAT.

It cannot be doubted that much work is 
being done through the old-time diplomat) 
channels, such as were used generally 
before the days of international conferences 

discussions, and some important 
results are likely to come out of this return 
to earlier methods. Secrecy is strictly 
observed, and the public are given only 
brief information on the despatch and 
arrival of distinguished personages or oí 
diplomatic missions. o-day Sir Eric 
Phipps, the British Ambassador in Ber]ii,, 
attended a meeting of the Disarmament 
Committee of the Cabinet, and received 
instructions on the line he must take on 
this question when he returns to Berlin. 
An Italian military mission has been sent 
to Moscow, and probably will be followed 
by a similar mission from France, Italy 
has been sending a special envoy to Berlin, 
Paris and London, while much discussion 
is taking place between the British and 
French Governments. It is rumoured that 
France is considering the possibility of 
linking up Russia as a military ally once 
again ; much interest has been aroused by 
M. Pierre Cot’s report on his recent mission 
to Moscow. M. Cot reported that within il 
few years the Soviet Government will own 
the most powerful air fleet in Europe. |) 
addition, he pointed out that all the muni- 
tion factories in Russia are over five 
hundred miles away from the frontier, 
while in France most of these factories are 
within easy bombing range of Germany. 


Interest in Gold. 


A very important judgment was delivered 
in the House of Lords to-day, rendering 
nugatory a decision of the Court of Appeal 
on the gold clause .covering the bonds of 
the Société Intercommunale Belge ’ Elec- 
tricité, of Brussels. It is declared that the 
clause entitles British holders of t' se 
bonds to be paid both principal and interest 
in gold coin of the United Kingdom, of the 
fineness existing on September Ist, 1928, 
and not in Bank of England notes. The 
judgment was received with great interest 
in the city, where it was known that the 
appeal to the House of Lords had been 
financed by some important financial 
interests, including insurance companies. 
Now that the gold clause definitely has 
been upheld, it is thought that other groups 
of investors with bonds bearing a similar 
clause may take legal action to enforce it. 
Briefly, the result of the judgment is that, 
with every gold pound worth about 28s. 6d., 
the annual interest payable on a £100 bond 
is not £5 10s., but about £8. 


A London Airport. 


The plan to provide a London airport 
over the Thames, or on the bank of the 
river, which the Court of Common Council 
of the City of London has referred to a 
committee for inquiry, is regarded as more 
practicable than some of the previous 
suggestions for providing landing facilities 
for aircraft in Central London. Sup- 
porters of the scheme claim that a span 
could be placed across the river between 
Blackfriars and Southwark Bridges, where 
the width is a thousand feet.

The lack of 
rain has affected even the Thames, whose 
waters are falling steadily. -The daily 
flow at some of the locks averages only 
a quarter of the usual December flow of 
over two thousand million gallons. 


The Royal Scot. 


Scenes of enthusiasm were witnessed at 
Euston Station to-day when the Roya! 
Scot was officially welcomed home after 
its tour in Canada and the United States. 
The train entered the station with her 
bell clanging loudly, while bagpipes were 
played by a number of Scottish employés 
of the company, and a big crowd added 
to the din by great cheering. Sir Josiah 
Stamp, the President of the London, 
Midland and Scottish Railway, read a 
telegram of congratulation from the King, 
and this was followed by a speech by Mr. 
Walter Runciman, President of the Board 
of Trade, who said that the tour made 
by the train had been a national enter- 
prise, rendering distinct service to the 
cause of imperial unity. The train will 


remain in the station for public inspection 
for some time.

SOMETHING BREWING. 


It is insistently reported that the United 
States is planning an undertaking with 
Great Britain to maintain the 5 to 1 dollar- 
pound ratio. It is reported that conversa- 
tions between New York, London and Paris 
to deal with the prevention of currency 
gyrations are being held, and the same 
writer indicates that the stabilisation 
process is under way, but that devaluation 
is still remote. 

The Jeurnal of Commerce infers that 
something is brewing, as the President and 
his advisers are reported to be keeping the 
closest watch on the monetary develop- 
ments in the United States and abroad. 

The Herald-Tribune declares, however, 
that not since President Roosevelt gave 
his message to the World Economic Con- 
ference has he issued so strong a rejection 
of stabilisation. 

The presence at the White House con- 
fernces of Mr. Cummings, the Attorney- 
General, is linked with the possibility of 
legislation to validate the gold operations 


and perfect the machinery for future 
operations, because Senator Glass and 
others have insisted on preparing a ques- 
tion as to their legality. 

A “‘ sensational ” article by Mr. Walter 
Lippmann expresses the belief that the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation has 
not really bought any gold at the price 
it fixes, but has only chalked up its official 
price, probably because it is not sure that 
it has the legal power to buy. 

“ The London market,” says Mr. Lipp- 
mann, “ knew that this official price was a 
bluff, and that the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation was not really buying gold. 
Therefore, the more the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation advanced its fictitious 
price the more glaring would be the dis- 
crepancy between it and the réal price. 
The President has been operating his 
policy not actually but psychologically.”’ 

Mr. Lippmann thinks that the Adminis- 
tration must either abandon its policy, 
which is unlikely, or else ask Congress to 
authorise gold purchases above the 
statutory price. 


RELIEF WORK WARNING. 

Professor Rogers, in his speech at 
Cincinnati, said that the public works and 
civil works programmes were pushing the 
country into inflation and unbalancing the 
Budget very badly. Paying wages above 
local wages was pulling labour away from 
industries, and would ultimately result in 
increasing unemployment faster than the 
Government could relieve it. 

Professor Rogers then disclosed that the 
gold operations up to date meant little 
more than operations in foreign exchanges. 
He predicted stabilisation and a flowin 
back of capital from abroad; but utter 
a warning that ‘‘if Congress makes 
President Roosevelt's mild measures 
mandatory, we shall have runaway in- 
flation.’’

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NEW TYPE OF 
GARGET FOR 
ROYAL AIR FORCE. 


Mee nearly a year two high-powered, 
unsinkable speed-boats have been 
cruising in the North Sea, about twelve 
miles off Bridlington, offering themseives 
as voluntary targets for Roya! Air Force 
bombers. —Althongh dozens of bombs 
have been dropped on them the boats 
have been y damaged, and their 
crews absolutely unhurt. 

The reason for this is that the boats 
have been specially designed to withstand 
attack from the air, being composed 
mainly of rubber, and protected in the 
vital parts by steel armour-plating. The 
steel plating not only covers the engines, 
but it also provides a cabin of safety for 
the crews of three who are in each boat. 

Except for this armoured portion, the 
boats are composed mainly of specially 
prepared rubber. The rubber is put to- 
gether in vertical sheets, so that when a 
bomb hits the hull of the boat it simply 
goes right through and out at the bottom, 
leaving a hole which can be repaired when 
the boat returns to harbour 

Each boat is 37 feet 6 inches long, and 
is driven by three 100 horse-;ower engines, 
and at a maximum speed of 30 miles an 
hour can turn in its own length. 

They have been designed and con- 
structed by Mr. Scott Paine at the Power 
Boat Yard, Southampton. 


BOMBING EFFICIENCY. 


Tt is stated that the bombing efficiency 
of the squadrons which have had the 
opportunity of trying this new experiment 
has increased enormously since the boats 
were first brought into use in July, 1982. 

The bombs that have been used weigh 
about eleven pounds, and they contain a 
quantity of stannic chloride. 

In view of risk, when the boats were 
first tried, the crews were composed of 
volunteers from the Marine Aircraft Ex- 
perimental Establishment at Felixstowe. 

Among the men who went out on the 
first trips was Aircraftman Shaw (Colonel 
Lawrence of Arabia). 

Fortunately, the boats withstood the 
tests, and ‘after a short while Aircraft- 


man Shaw was transferred to other duties. 
Every kind of bombing has been tried 


on the boats, including spectacular diving 
bombing, in which the ‘planes go down 
towards the objective at a speed of any- 
thing up to 300 miles an hour. 

It is understood that even from a height 
of 15,000 feet direct hits have been ob- 
tained.

THIRTEEN KILLED IN 
BANDIT ATTACK.

Thirteen persons were killed, fifteen 
injured, and an unknown number kid- 
napped when, for the second time in 
eighteen days, the Trans-Siberian inter- 
national express was wrecked by Chinese 
bandits near Tsisihar, Manchukuo, early 
this morning. 

One Russian, six Manchus three 
Japanese civilians, and three Japanese 
soldiers were those killed, and one Russian, 
three Manchukuo soldiers, and eleven 
Manchu civilians were injured. 

It was just after midnight when a gang 
of three hundred bandits derailed the 
train, which was travelling eastward, 
attacked and looted it. 

The bandits subjected the train to a 
terrific fire from rifles and machine guns 
before swooping down and committing out- 
rages upon the unfortunate passengers. 

As soon as news was received of the 
outrage an armoured train hastened to the 
scene from Anganchi and a relief train 
was rushed from Harbin, arriving at six 
o’clock in the morning. 

It was only on November 27th that the 
international train was derailed and 
plundered by bandits about forty miles 
east of Tsitsihar. On that occasion four 
Japanese soldiers were killed and eight 
wounded, while ten passengers were 
seriously injured.

BRITISH CHANCELLOR'S

Mr. Neville Chamberlain, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, speaking at Halifax 
last night, said that he had every hope 
that at the end of the current financial 
year the country should have a substan- 
tial surplus. 

Mr. Chamberlain said that this 
Christmas there would be six hundred 
thousand more homes than two years ago 
in which the bread-winner was in regular 
work. The time had not yet come for a 
return to party politics. Continuity of 
confidence should not be broken. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s statement is not sur- 

rising, writes the Press Association’s 
Lobby Correpondent, in view of the 
general trend of the weekly returns issued 
by the Treasury. 

“The return last week issued showed a 
current deficit of £96,086,697, compared 
with £171,837,613 at the corresponding 
date last year, a redagáon oí £75,750,916. 

The fact that the sinking fund has been 
suspended this.year improves the accounts 
only to the extent of £14,000,000. Revenue 
at present is 210,000,000 more than at the 
same date last year, while ordinary ex- 
penditure shows a decrease of £51,5"0 000. 

The reduction in expenditure is due to 
savines in the debt charge arising mainly 
out of the conversion scheme. Urder the 
existing law any sufplus realised on March 
31 next must be applied to the redemption 
of debt.

Many shipwrecks are reported around the 
coast, and the Conte Verdit, which left 
Venice en route for Shanghai yesterday, 
met heavy seas in the Adriatic. 

At Venice the famous St. Mark’s square 
was flooded by the highest tide experienced 
since 1916, and long boats and launches 
plied for hire in the square and surround- 
ing streets. Foot tr.fic was completely 


‘held up, and many people wishing to 


enter St. Mark’s for Mas were 
carried across by porters, who waded ‘up 
to their thighs in water. Only twice 
before in history have higher tides been 
recorded in Venice. 

Some of the passes cf the Apennines are 
blocked with snow. 


AMERICA’S INTENSE COLD. 


Several more deaths are reported as a 
result of the nation-wide cold snap in 
America. The whole of New England is 
in the grip of temperatures well below 
zero, 

Freezing sleet yesterday swept New 
York City, which has been snowclad since 
Wednesday. Traffic is paralysed. 

The British freighter Blairesk, from 
Glasgow, has arrived at Brooklyn with 
five seamen rescued from a schooner 
which foundered off the coast of Bermuda. 

Nothing has been heard of the Latvian 


steamer Talvaldis (534 tons) since she 
left Jersey on Tuesday with a cargo of 
stone for Shoreham, Sussex. She was due 


there on Wednesday evening. She may 
have been driven to take shelter in a 
French port until the gale abates. She 
has a crew of eight or ten 


SAW FATHER FREEZE. 


Yesterday morning a girl living near 
Munich discovered her father, tired ont, 
leaning against a tree. He was sixty 
years of age, and was on his way home 
from the Christmas market in the village 
of Grafenrenth. Before help could be ob- 
tained the daughter saw her father freeze 
to death. 

Fog was responsible for the death of 
eleven people, mostly children, in a rail- 
way accident which occurred just outside 
the Poznan Station, Poland, yesterday 
morning. A train leaving the station 
crashed into a stationary train’ which had 
left on the same line and,.had. been 
stopped by a signal. 

Two coaches of the stationary train, 
which was filled almost exclusively with 
children, crashed over the embankment, 
while one hung suspended in mid-air. Of 
the seventeen seriously injured four are 
not expected to live. 


“CRACK” VESSEL’S CARGO. 


The disorganisation of the cross-Channel 
traffic in the English Channel due to the 
gale led to a curious use of the Canterbury, 
the “ crack ” vessel of the Southern Rail- 
way fleet, which sails in connection with 
the “ Golden Arrow ” trains. She had to 
take her place as a cargo boat. When she 
reached Calais from Folkestone—the Dover 
crossing being impossible—very late with 
her decks drenched, she carried the whole 
mail service for twenty-four hours.

NAVY’S SPACIOUS 
DUTY. 


LORD LLOYD’S APPEAL 
TO HISTORY. 


——— 


DEMAND that the National Govern- 

ment should restore’ Britain’s 
national defences as the first step towards 
setting her house in order was made by 
Lord Lloyd in a_ speech last night at 
Brighton. The National Government, he 
said, should pursue a determined national 
purpose. Restoration of national defence 
should be first of all, and then defence 
of our shipping, for our industry, and our 
agriculture. 

There has been a great deal of talk 
recently about our air defence, he said, 
and it is, indeed, high time that attention 
was called to the grave insufficiency of our 
home defences. Aircraft, remember, enjoy 
the same enormous advantage that the 
knight does on the chessboard, in that 
they can hop right over the front line, 
the channel line, and strike at the nerve 
centres of the enemy. It is essential that 
we should have an Air Force, not sixth 
in power, but fit in fighting strength to 
ward off attack by swift counter-attack 
upon the bases of the attacking forces. 

But, Lord Lloyd continued, there are 
not lacking those who, in their proper zeal 
to obtain for the people adequate security 
from air attack, argue that naval defence 
is now a matter of only secondary im- 
portance. That is not only untrue, but a 
very dangerous illusion. 

The need for the security of the towns 
does not dispense with the need for the 
security of the communications by which 
we live. If we could not transport our 
man-power, munitions and material from 
one part of the Empire to the other, no 
enemy need bother to bomb our cities. We 
should have been already defeated.

THE SECOND CHARGE. 

Regarding the incidents of September 27th, 
concerned in the second charge, Lieutenant 
Hiney said that his Company Officer, Captain 
Hughes, told him that a large number of 
members of the company had refused to 
extend their service in the Reserve. ‘The 
captain suggested that the witness should 
set these men, fully explain the terms of 
service, and try to reconcile fheir difficulties, 
so that all the men should be induced, or 
encouraged, to re-attest. At 1.30 p.m. the 
witness had these men paraded; he had with 
him a list of the men whose time had 
expired. ‘There were approximdtely 70 men 
on parade whose tune. had expired and who 
had not re-attested. 

After he had explained the terms of service 
he called out the names one by one, and 
asked each man to re-aitest. Each man had 
some reason, or complaint, as to way he did 
not wish to extend his service. The witness 
pointed out the loss the men would sustain, 
especially.im these bad times, if they did not 
have their payment from the Reservé. Most 
of the men were of the “‘bB”’ Reserve; they 
made complaints that their service prevented 
them getting continuous employment, and one 
man imstarced the harbour works at Bun- 
erana. The witness said: ‘‘ Of course, no 
Covernment can guarantee the continuance of 
employment tor Reservists on agricultural or 
ether work.” 

Mr. Lavery—Did you say anything like 
this: “That you and your comrades would 
look after the welfare of.the men, and that 
it was not up to you to dictate to them, 
but they foe 2 all follow you?’’—No, sir,

CROSS-EXAMINATION. 

Lieutenant Hinev was then cross-examined 
by Mr; Lynch, K.C. He said that he was 
in ‘the storeroom on 22nd September for about 
half an hour: he asked a corporal about the 
bicycle, which was the company’s property, 
before he.came in.

INDUSTRIES 


- AN ENGINEER'S 
VIEW. 


/ REPLY TO FREE 
‘STATE MINISTER. 


: MEETING of the Association 
University Electrical Engineers was 
held last night at University College, 

Dublin. Mr. J, O'Farrell, A.R.C.8c.L., 

President, presided. 

Mr. E. C. Enright, B.E., read a paper on 
“ Lightning and its Effects on Transmission 
Lines.”’ 

Before reading his paper, Mr. Enright said 
that there was a matter of great lic in- 
terest at the moment on which he felt called 
upon, as a University engineer, to make 
some comment. He felt that in doing so he 
would be expressing, not only his own views, 
but those of the members of his profession 
generally. He referred to the resolution 
xassed unanimously by Convocation of the 
National Tiniversity, in reference to the 
necessity for the employment of Irishmen in 
the responsible posts in Irish industry. 
What apparently purported to be a reply to 
that resolution had appeared in the news- 
apers in the form of a letter from Mr. 
bain. the Secretary oí the Department of 
Industry and Commerce, to an anonymous 
correspondent. 

He wished to comment on Mr. Leydon’s 
reply, in so far as it concerned the profes- 
sion of which he was a member, namely— 
electrical engineering. Mr. Leydon had 
stated that aliens were only admitted on 
permits from the Department to fill pogitions 
for which suitable qualified Irishmen{ were 
not available, that they were usually" per- 
mitted to remain only ior a year, and that 
their employers were compelled to train 
Irishmen to fill their places. 


PERSONAL EXPERIENCE. 

Speaking from his own personal know, 
ledge, Mr. Enright taid that he could not 
accept! these statements as facts as far as the 
electri¢al engineering profession was con- 
cerned. He could name from hi own limited 
experience at‘least six cases in which alien 
engineers had been engaged for a number of 
years past doing work exactly similar to that 
done by Irish engineers and in which there 
was no justification whatsoever ior not 
employing Irishmen. 

Mr. Enright further stated that he was 
amazed at the general tone ot Mr. Leydon’'s 
reply, which appeared to ' be intended to 
convey that there was no justification for the 
agitation regarding the.employnient of aliens, 
It Mr. Leydon’s fette represented the views 
of the Government. then the Govrnment was 
obviously nut informed as to the facts or as 
to the seriousness of the problem. This was 
in a way not surprising, as they could not ex- 
pect the Government to Se inspired on matters 
affecting the livelihood of technical men and 
the advancement of technical science in in- 
dustry in this country. I+ was the obvious 
duty of the Government to set directly in 
touch with technical men on these problems, 
and for that reason he welcomed the proposal 
of a Technical Advisory Committee to study 
the problem, and he trusted that Dr. Drumm 
would push forward wit] all possible speed 
in his organisation of the graduates. He 
could be assured of the full and enthusiastic 
support of the University-trained electrical 
engineers in his public-spirited efforts. 

Mr. Enright then explained the nature of 
lightning and its origin; the effect of geologi- 
cal constitution ct the soil on the points of 
fall of the lightning; ball lightnings, and the 
explosive effect of the residue of the flash in 
the atmosphere; the effect of lightning on 
electric transmission lines, and methods of 
minimising damage from this cause. 

The lecture was illustrated by lantern 
slides. :

There is in 
them an invitation to choose according to the 
variety of the work that is being done among 
the poor, and through one or another of these 
organisations share the joy of the festival that 
the whole may be leavened.

There may also be many fireless hearths in 
miserable homes if the appeals of the char?- 
table societies are ignored. The appeals which 
are made to-day call for prompt response, 10 
order that the distributors of the gifts may 
have time to share them among the needy. 
If the charitable will give now their gifts 
will be of double worth, for when of their 
plenty they are making merry they will add 
to their pleasure the knowledge that by their 
forethought some poor home is, at least, 
not destitute of comfort, and that 
there are men, women and children isolated 
from their home circles, separated in strange 
places, who, by gifts to organisations in this 
city, will not be allowed to suffer the sense 
of neglect.

They argue that the Germans, with a 
majority in the Assembly, will pass a vóte 
of no-confidence in the Union as a manda- 
tory Power, and will ask the League of 
Nations to restore her former colony to 
Germany. 


UNIONIST RESOLUTION, 


The position to-day attained fresh in- 
terest through an important resolution 
passed at a Unionist mass meeting, re- 
questing the Union Government in future 
to secure a sworn statement from all the 
nominated members of the Assembly that 
they will carry out the Union Govern- 
ment’s policy, failing which they should 
resign. 

The object of the Unionist resolution is 
to prevent German members of the 
Assembly from fostering the policy of the 
German Goyernment through membership 
of the Deutsche Bund, which, they main- 
tain, is controlled from Germany. 

If the Union Government gives effect to 
this resolution the result will probably be 
that no Germans will be nominated to the 
Assembly after the next election in 
September. With the political position 
as it is to-day German candidates are 
likely to be returned.in only two con- 
stituencies. Consequently, the Unionists 
will be able to secure the two-thirds 
majority necessary to alter the Constitu- 
tion, which they may do in order to pre- 
vent the present position recurring.

The young 
reader of a book should form his own 
opimon about its worth, decide whether it is 
good or bad, and refuse to the view 
of anyone else about its merit, Children 
were not bound to accept everything a 
teacher told them, unless it was thoroughly 
“goer to them, and they understood. 

People wrote less in these days of type 
writers and dictaphones, but if people were 
to write with a pen or pencil, then, for 
goodness sake, let them write legibly. Good 
writing was a habit in families. Few things 
gave him greater ager iy than to receive a 
letter written legibly and attractively.

CHANGES WEAKEN THE 
PROBABLES TEAM.

COUPLE of late changes have con. 
A siderably altered the aspect of the 
second Leinster Trial at Jondon- 
bfidge road to-day. Neititer D. J. Coulson 
nor J. A. MacDonogh is able to play, and 
R. K. Pilkington and J. A. Purcell replace 
them; but the Probables team is weakened 
considerably, for Coulson: is the best half 
back in Ireland, and MatDonogh the out. 
standing -goal-scorer. The original idea of 
the match was a-gallop for nine or ten of 
the very probable Leinster team. with one 
or fwo positions in doubt, and a comfortabla 
victory for the Probables. Now the sides 
have evened-up considerably, and it would 
not aaltegether surprise me to see Blues 
coming out on top. 
BLUES’ STRONG DEFENCE, 
Their defence ‘will be at least as strong, 
and possibly stronger; for if Legge strikes 
bis best club form, Howe and C, Sully will 
find “him almost impossible to pass. Watson 
is not polished, but he is a sound tackler 
and -hits hard. - In front of them they have 
a strong, defensive half-back line. Gray. can 
be counted upon to watch Parcell, while both 
D'Arcy and Pigot will mark their win g. 
Mahony and Wilson may not prove to isa 
as good a pair of backs as Legge and Watson, 
but the Whites’ halves should be stronger: in 
attack, and as good in defence, as those of 
the other side.. Chief interest will centre on 
Sanderson, whe hus a fine chance of a cap 
oft his club form. McMullan is seldom below 
form, but -Pilkington ought to play a more 
attacking game than ie did in the last trial. 
In attack, Blues he the better-balanced 
line, but may not get the same support. 
Slean and Knight are not far behind 
McVeagh and Dagg on the left wing, Byrne 
is a- much more accomplished centre-forward 
than Purcell, “while. Martin and O'Kelly 
should form at least as good a' right wing 
as Sully and Howe. The selectors may be 
uzzled rather than helped this afternoon, 
but it should be a close and good match.

‘‘2—It is of the utmost importance that 
the Gaelicisation of the Civil Service should 
be speeded up to the greatest ible ex- 
tent consistent with efficiency and with fair- 
ness to Officers who in the past may not have 
had an opportanas of attaining proficiency 
in the language. e Minister has at present 
before him proposals made with. this object 
in view, that in the future— 

‘‘(a) No civil servant under 20 years 
of age on lst January, 1933, who has 
not a competent knowledge of Irish 
shall be eligible for promotion; compe- 
tence in Irish to be tested by oral and 
written examination, á 

'“(b) a preference of 20 per cent., or 
some equivalent advantage, shall be 
civen for a competent knowledge of 
Irish in the case of all promotions, 
5—In connection with the first of these 
proposals, it has to be pointed out that for 
some years past officers recruited to the Civil 
Service have been required to undergo a test 

i; oral Trish before ri finally appointed. 
While the effects of this system have, in the 
main, been satisfactory, the Minister is con- 
cerned to feel that a considerable number of 
these young officers, once this probationary 
test is passed, cease to take any further active 
interest in the lamguage, and in course of 
time find themselves unable, if required to 
do so, to transact any but the most routine 
official business through the medium of Irish.

The deputation also pointed out to the 
Minister that no provision was made in the 
regulations governing the examinations to 
ensure that natives of the Gaeltacht get equal 
treatment. with all others, since English, in 
which they were comparatively deficient, was 
compulsory, while Irish, in which they were 
proficient, was only optional.

Dr. Bakker’s passport shows that he held

The discovery was made between 6.30 and 
7 a.m. by two bank clerks, who live in the 
house. hey were aroused by noises, and 
one thought he heard muffled screams. 
Looking into Mrs; Wilson’s bedroom, they 
saw her in bed in her night clothes, She 
was shot through the forehead and was dead. 
By her side was her daughter Iris, Her head 
was terribly mutilated, and as yet it is not 
known whether death was caused by a gun- 
shot wound or battering with a blunt instru- 
ment. The men who made the discovery 
ran into the road in théir pyjamas and sent 
for the police. 

When two policemen arrived they began 
a search for Dr. Bakker. Breaking open the 
door of the garage over which he lived they 
found his body fully clothed, lying at the 
foot of the stairs. A double barrelled sport- 
ing gun was lying near him. 

Shortly afterwardg they found two notes, 
both addressed to the police. These are now 
in the possession of 5 aa ri Stovell, 
who is in charge of the inquiries. It is 
understood that they contain only a few 
words scribbled by Dr. Bakker.

HE Bishop of Cork presided at the 
annual distribution of prizes at Midle- 
ton College to-day. There was a large 

attendance of relatives and friends of the 
pupils. | 

Mr. J. H. Bennett, Vice-Chairman, Board 
of Governors, moved a resolution congratu- 
lating the Bishop on the occasion of his first 
visit to Midletgm as Bishop of Cork, Cloyne 
and Ross. lt was an occasion, he said, which 
gave him great pleasure as an old friefd of 
the Bishop, who was former rector of Midle- 
ton. It was an important day for Midleton 
and for the relatives and triends of the 
College: the former Governor of the College, 
their Bishop, had come back to them with 
honours and distinction. They had passed 
through many vicissitudes and anxious times 
in counection with the old school. The war, 
with its subsequent increase in the cost of 
living, had made them rather apprehensive 
about its future; but four years ago, however, 
when they came into contact with the present 
Headmaster, Mr. West, there was a most 
wonderful unliftment of the College, which 
to-day was a live and progressive institution. 

The Rev. H. Denny Townsend, M.A., 
seconding the resolution, said that their 
Bishop had not come to them as a stranger ; 
for he was Midleton’s rector for eight years, 
and sec - to the Board of Governors, 
and during that period he had done much for 
the welfare of the College. It would be a 
source of much gratification for the Bishop to 
learn of the great progress of the College. 

The resolution was then carried with accla- 
mation. 

Bishop Flewett, replying, thanked them 
sinverely for the resolution of welcome, and 
said that he always had taken an interest in 
Midleton and Midleton College ever since he 
was rector in the parish. He recalled one 
good erin, he he had done for the College 
when the Free State was about to take over 
the institution for. troops stationed in the 
town. If that had happened he believed the 
College would have Ba killed. He pro- 
ceeded, with the then headmaster, to Cork, 
where he interviewed General Dalton, who 
had a big revolver on the table beside him. 
As a result of that interview the order for 
commandeering the College was counter- 
manded, and it was set free for its normal 
use.’ . 

He hoped, now that he had come back to 
them, that he would be able to do Midleton 
College another good turn, and it would 


afford him — easure to do so 

Mr. T. West, A, Headmaster, said that 
there were eighty pupils in the College. a 
record which had not been surpassed for over 
sixty years. 

Mr. West then dealt with the 
gained by the College. 

The Bishop congratulated the headmaster 

on the report, and said that there were few 
Colleges that recorded a list of successes so 
brilliant,
